PENSION SYSTEMS TO BE SUBJECT 
OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES SECTION 
MEETING 

The Public Libraries section meeting on 
Thursday afternoon, October 19, will have 
as its speaker, M. H. Le Vita, actuary for 
the Scranton Life Insurance company. He 
will speak on the subject of pensions for li- 
brarians, suggest different types of pensions 
set-ups that libraries might consider, describe 
how pension funds are set up, and what 
makes them financially sound or unsound. 
The idea is to give information for librarians 
who do not have retirement systems in their 
libraries, explain in general terms how they 
may be set up, and then give further general 
information about pensions to those librarians 
already working under retirement systems so 
they may know more about them. 

Mr. Le Vita is now studying the pension 
problems of the Scranton Public library for 
the City of Scranton, he set up the pension 
system for the employees of Lackawanna 
county, and has been the consultant for the 
Scranton police in a study of their pension 
system.

RABBI DAVID H. WICE TO SPEAK AT 
CONVENTION BANQUET 


The well known lecturer and Jewish leader, 
Rabbi David H. Wice of Congregation 
Rodeph Shalom in Philadelphia will be the 
speaker at the Convention banquet on Sat- 
urday, October 21. An accomplished speaker, 
Rabbi Wice has a wide experience in com- 
munity and social service activities. 

He is a graduate of Washington and Lee 
university, which institution also granted him 
an honorary Doctor of Divinity degree in 
1948. While in college, he was awarded the 
Howard Houston Teaching fellowship, “the 
highest academic award in the gift of the 
university.” 

In 1928, he entered Hebrew Union college 
at Cincinnati where he studied for five years 
in post-graduate work. He was ordained a 
Rabbi on May 27, 1933. 

From 1933 to 1941, he was Rabbi of 
Temple Israel in Omaha, Nebraska. This was 
followed by six years at Temple B'nai Je- 
shurun, Newark, New Jersey. He assumed 
his present post in 1947. 

Rabbi Wice is American director for the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism, is a 
member of the Board of governors of the 
Hebrew Union college, and has served on 
the executive board of the Central conference 
of American Rabbis. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY SURVEY 
COMMITTEE READY TO 
ANALYZE RETURNS 


Report To Be Studied At Convention 


Katharine 
residing held two meet- 
ings in Cleveland during the A.L.A. conven- 
tion. Immediate and ultimate aims of the 
survey were discussed and important deci- 
sions on immediate action were made by the 
committee. 

It was decided that tabulation of the 217 
returned forms from libraries and 455 from 
laymen should be started immediately. The 
tabulation will be done under the direction 
of Miss Shorey with assistants provided by 
the association. As soon as the tabulation is 
completed the committee will make a sim- 
plified tabulation of those statistical factors 
of primary importance in pointing out the 
present status of public library service in 
Pennsylvania. At the Cleveland meeting it 
was decided that the items most desired were 
the following: 


The Survey committee with 
Shorey, chairman, 


1. The type of library (Municipal or 


county ) 

2. The population served. 

3. The hours open per week. 

4. The number of volumes in the library. 

5. The circulation per year. 

6. The total annual expenditures for the 
library. 

7. The tax of appropriation support re- 
ceived by the library. 

8. The size of the staff in full time equiva- 
lents. 

9. Whether or not bookmobile service was 


being offered. 


It was decided that the committee would 
have a meeting during the last half of August 
and that the preliminary report including the 
nine points indicated above would be ready 
for the printer by September 15. The report 
in addition to being printed in October will 
form the basis for an article in the October 15 
issue of the Library Journal. 

The committee agreed that at this point 
it would be important to add several layman 
to the committee. President Borneman 
agreed to make appointments immediately. 

The convention session will be a forum, 
with prominent libraries and laymen from 
outside as well as from within the state of 
Pennsylvania. A radio program is being ar- 
ranged. If possible, it will be recorded and 
made available for rebroadcasting through- 
out the state. 
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READING INVITES PENNSYLVANIA LIBRARIANS 


Reading, PLA’s 1950 Convention city combines industrial, science, and 
historical interests in a combination enticing to every conventioner. Old timers 
will welcome the opportunity to return to the Berks county area and librarians 
of more recent vintage will have a chance to visit its points of interest. The 
following information regarding Reading is furnished by its librarian and our 
convention host, Richard L. Brown. 

Reading, the county seat of Berks county, was founded in 1748 by Thomas 
and Richard Penn. Reading and Berks were named for the native English city 
and shire of the Penns. 

The city ranks fifth in population with 108,824 and third among the indus- 
trial cities of Pennsylvania. It is best known in other parts of the United States 
for its optical, knit, and metal products. Here are located the largest hosiery 
mill, the largest single unit foundry under one roof, and the largest brick burning 
kiln in the United States. It also ranks second in the country in the manufacture 
of builders’ hardware. 

Reading has a fine recreational and educational system for its citizens. 
There are two thousand acres of parks and playgrounds. A regular schedule 
of games and other recreational activities are carried on throughout the entire 
year. There are thirty-one public schools, including one senior high and four 
junior high schools, eleven parochial or church schools, and one college. 

The public school system includes a museum and art gallery which is one 
of the most important of its kind in the country. It contains one of the finest 
butterfly collections in the United States, as well as the largest collection of 
fossil insects of the Carboniferous Age in the world. 

The city has a local historical society and a public library system of a main 
library and three branches, which contain more than 140,000 volumes. It is 
one of the early libraries of the country with a history going back to 1764, only 
sixteen years after the town was started. 

Visitors to Reading should take a drive over the Skyline boulevard and 
see the city from the sky. 


There are many places of historical importance to be seen in Reading and 
Berks county, among which are: 


Lincoln House—built in 1733 by the great-great-grandfather of President 
Abraham Lincoln. 


Daniel Boone House—birthplace of Daniel Boone and his home for six- 
teen years. 


Hopewell Park and Reservation—site of Hopewell Forge built in 1744 
where cannon for Washington’s army was made. 


Hawk Mountain—bird sanctuary on Blue mountain. 


Penn Common—Eleventh and Penn streets. Eighty-five acres reserved by 
the Penns as a “public commons.’

Mrs. Dewey Lavender, chairman of the 
West Branch district, presided at the annual 
meeting of the district, held at the William 
D. Himmelreich Memorial library in Lewis- 
burg on May 18. 


Illustrating the two aspects of the meet- 
ing’s theme, Your Library — Service and 
Support, Mrs. Brown Focht of Lewisburg 
spoke as a library patron, and Mrs. May V. 
K. Valencik, librarian of the Allentown Free 
library, spoke as a library administrator. 


Mrs. Focht saw the public’s needs from 
the library as ninefold—for picture and read- 
ing material for children, reading material 
for adults, story telling, audio-visual work, 
art, a program file, a periodical room, reading 
courses, and library training, such as is of- 
fered by the “diversified industries” training. 
Laymen, in return, can help with fund-raising 
and publicity, perhaps by means of a library 
auxiliary or committees from service clubs. 

Mrs. Valencik used her experiences in the 
Allentown library as vivid examples of serv- 


ices one library does offer, and of support 
one library does receive, citing methods and 
means which have proved effective there. 
A showing of the film New Chapters pre- 
ceded Mrs. Valencik’s talk. Discussion pe- 
riods followed both speeches. 


Charlot Fleck of the State library, Exten- 
sion division, urged those present to make 
use of the State library and to strengthen 
their state association in every way. 


As the District had voted last year to af- 
filiate with the P.L.A., before the constitu- 
tional amendment stating the requirements 
for Chapters had been passed by the P.L.A., 
a poll was necessary to determine if the Dis- 
trict had the required twenty P.L.A. mem- 
bers. As the poll revealed that over twenty 
memberships were accounted for by those 
present, the secretary was instructed to take 
the remaining steps necessary for affiliation.

LIBRARY PROBLEMS 


At the annual meeting of the South Central 
Pennsylvania Library club held at Wilson 
college on April 19, Ernest E. Doerschuk, Jr., 
librarian of the Lancaster Public library was 
elected chairman for the next two years.

Miss McElwain 
who is a Latin scholar gave a delightful and 
educational talk on her adventures in many 
of the famous libraries of Europe in pursuit 
of an original and elusive Latin manuscript.

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LORETTO 


The St. Francis College library has again 
reached the size it had at the time of the 
disastrous fire of 1942 according to the Rev- 
erend Vincent R. Negherbon, T.O.R., libra- 
rian. It is expected that an additional twenty 
to thirty thousand volumes will be added to 
the library in the near future.

STATE COLLEGE 


Pennsylvania State college is completing 
plans for an extensive addition to the library 
building. Final approval of the plan which 
will more than double the library's book ca- 
pacity, is expected within a few weeks. Con- 
struction will be started late this year. The 
new addition will very nearly double reader 
space according to Ralph McComb, librarian. 
The Pennsylvania General State Authority 
has approved a fund of over one million, four 
hundred thousand dollars for the project.
